The release stresses the responsibility of company managements and their independent accountants to review the 
campanies' poSition with care to ascertain the possible existence of refundable revenues which should be ex
cluded from reported sales and to disclose in the notes to the financial ststements any contingent liabilities

SEC AMENDS ORDBR CITING JOHN A. KEMPER & CO. The SEC has announced the amendment of administrstive proceed
ings under the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 against John A. Kemper, Jr., snd Anne Heath Kemper, both genersl
partners of John A. Kemper & Co., a registered broker-dealer of Dayton, Ohio, originally brought by order dated 
January 4, 1972. The amended proceedings are based on allegations of the Commission's stsff thst fram on or about 
April I, 1969 to June I, 1970 respondents violated the anti-fraud proviSions of the Federal securities laws in 
that they offered and sold general and limited partnership interests and subordinated loans to investors and made 
false and misleading statements of material facts and omitted to state material facts concerning registrant's 
profitability, financial condition, history and prospects, use of proceeds, withdrawals of capital, valuation of 
assets, New York Stock Exchange limitations, management and control, and risk and/or safety of an investment in 
registrant.

A hearing will be scheduled by further order to take evidence on the staff allegations and to afford 
respondents an opportunity to refute the staff's allegations and to establish any defense, and to determine 
what, if any, remedial action is appropriate in the public interest. 

COURT ENFORCEMENT ACTIONS 

COHHUNlCATIONS CYBERNETICS. OTHERS ENJOINED. The SEC Port Worth Regional Office announced on December 1
